its own aside from the great $625,000,-

"up there" trying to outguess the pitcher, 
take your eyes away from hJs bat for a 
second and watch the expression on his 
face as he swings for the pill. 


You never saw him look like like that 
before, but chances are you will see that 
expression many times if you watch his 
face in subsequent times at bat. 


The face of practically every ball player 
is contorted as he swings at the ball. He 
is making a supreme effort and is putting 
every bit of energy and strength into the 
blow. 


Watch a sprinter as he finishes his dash 
for the tape, notice the expression on the 
face of the distance runner as he topples 
over the line, mark the expression of the 
high jumper, the valuter or the weight 
man. 
There is always tliat drawn, taut, 
strained contraction of the muscles, which 
in anything else but athletics would de- 
note extreme physical pain.

The strained expression lasts only the 
fraction of a second. 


It has been figured that a bat swung 
hard will travel about 250 feet a second. 
The bat is swung on a circle, the diameter 
of which, counting bat and length of arm, 
would probably be five feet on the average, 
the bat probably will travel half the circle 
or a distance of about seventeen feet, 
which would be accomplished in about 
l-15th of a second. 


You will have to watch close to see the 
expression, because it does not last longer 
than the swing.

Only Woman Professional 


Tells Why She Took 
Up the Sport. 


(By Mrs. Adolph Topperwein.) 


For National Sports Syndicate. 
Mrs. Ad Topperwein lives in San An- 
tonio, Tex. 
She is the only woman pro- 
fessional trapshooter; considered the peer 
of ail women shooters, and as good as the 
ma,le expert« with the shotgun. 
She 
earned 
distinction 
last 
December by 
breaking 1,952 out of 2,000 targets thrown 
in succession, and without changing guns. 


Shooting is like everything else—you 
have got to try it to like it. Once you get 
interested in this great sport of outdoors 
you will understand why eo many men 
and women take up trapshooting. They 
say once a shooter, always a shooter. 


To learn to shoot firearms of any sort 
means "out of doors." Out of doors means 
to anyone good health, e.speclally so wom- 
en. 
Of the outdoor games played now- 
adays trapshooting is the most fascinat- 
ing, the most invigorating and an accom- 
plishment of which 
anyone 
should be 
justly proud. 


I have been asked many times how I 
became interested In trapshooting. 
The 
answer is very simple. My husband is a 
shooter and I concluded that I would like 
to do the same things he did. Once started 
I discovered that there were so many little 
interesting points to learn that I have 
been at it ever since. That was ten years 
ago. 
At that time I was among the few 
women who took kindly to firearms and 
v. as looked upon as a freak. Today, how- 
ever, we see things changed everj'where. 
At every trapshooting event we find wom- 
en facing the traps, and we have now a 
standing army of over 500 women who can 
handle the gun, a large number of whom 
can hold their own with the best shooters 
of the sterner sex. 


Anyone with systematic and intelligent 
practice can, in a short while, make won- 
derful progress. 
As a general rule most 
women have a natural horror of 
firearms, 
and are too timid to try, simply because 
htye have never been encouraged in that 
line, but there is absolutely no reason 
why a woman should not shoot just as 
well as a man. 


Nowadays a women need not hesitate to 
attend a shoot at any of the organized gun 
clubs. 
It Is perfectly "proper," and she 
will always find a crowd of very courteous 
gentlemen who will not only bo glad to 
see her but also extend to her every pos- 
sible courtesy. 


Tips for the Beginner. 


The first Important thing for the begin- 
ner Is to have a gun of proper fit. A mis- 
t ^ e often made by the novice Is to try 
Hme gun, which, as a rule, is not suited 
to his particular malceup. 
If a lady, the 
borrowed gun Is almost certain to be too 
long In the .stock and as a rule too heavy. 
The result Is that It Is held In an awkward 
manner, the recoil received from the shot 
frightens the shooter .and she loses all of 
her enthusiasm then and there. 


Have someone who Knows "fit" y6u 
with a proper gun, teach you the way to 
stand and hold, and 
when 
you have 
learned that you must "lead" your quar- 
tering birds, "line up" your gun properly 
and shoot as quickly as you can. 
"When 
you have learned to "concentrate" on each 
and every bird, forgetting the ones you 
missed, and look forward with grim de- 
termination to "kill" the next one, then 
you have the "makings" of a shooter. 
- Do not try to shoot too much to begin 
with .Twenty-flve or fifty shots is enough, 
at least until your shoulder is accus- 
tomed to the recoil. 
Shooting when you 
are tired may cause you to flinch, a habit 
which has spoiled many a good shot. 


While self-^onfldence and concentration 
are great factors, you must not get the 
Idea that you can learn the game right 
away. 
Just because yoii wer* fortunat« 
enouffh to f « t tKat lait'ftr||i)f of^wtnty-

President Announces That 
Government of Exports 
is in Effect. 


FOOD AND FUEL FOR 
HOME NEEDS FIRST 


Shipments to Be Licensed 


for the More Important 
Commodities. 


Washington, 
July 
9.—Government 
control of American exports, author- 
ized in a provision of the espionage 
act, was put into operation by Presi- 
dent Wilson last night with the issu- 
ance of a proclamation requiring the 
licensing of shipments to all countries 
of the most important export commod- 
ities. 


In a statement 
accompanying 
the 
proclamation 
the 
president 
declared 
the government's policy will be first to 
give consideration to American needs; 
next, to meet as far as possible the re- 
quirements of the allies, and lastlj to 
supply the neutral countries wherever 
practicable. 
It 
is made 
clear 
that 
every effort will be made to see that no 
supplies reach the central powens. 


The commodities named in the list 
p u t under control are coal, coke, fuel, 
oils, kerosene and gasoline, including 
bunkers; food grains, flour and meal, 
fodder and feeds, meats and fats; pig 
iron, 
steel 
billets, 
ship 
plates 
and 
structural shapes, scrap iroii and scrap 
steel; 
ferro-manganese, 
fertilizers, 
arms, ammunition and explosives. 


Sixty-Day Embari?o Jnkely. 


The inclusion of 
foodstuffs in the 
proclamation 
lends 
color 
to 
state- 
m e n t s that the administration is con- 
sidering the advisability of a complete 
embargo for sixty 
days on all 
food 
shipments to.give the country time to 
ascertain the amount of its supplies 
and to give allied and neutral countries 
an opportunity to present a full pro- 
g r a m of their requirements. 


The president, in his statement, said 
the 
government 
was trying 
first 
to 
ameliorate present food conditions and 
conditions that a r e expected to arise 
between now and the 
next 
harvest. 
Many officials, alarmed at the wheat 
shortage and the heavy drain the allies 
and neutralsiare making on every kind 
of American food supplies, are urging 
an immediate ^ embargo on food ship- 
ments. 


Through control of coal and fuels the 
government 
intends to take 
a 
firm 
grasp on the situation. 
An agreement 
u n d e r negotiation will give the Amer- 
ican and British governments control 
not only of alliecl tonnage but of neu- 
tral vessels as well. 
Ships now on runs 
not regarded as necessary to a success- 
f u l conduct of the w a r will be foi'ced 
into trades considered more essential 
and vessels now held in port through 
f e a r of submaarine attack will be re- 
quired to go into service. 


Control of iron and steel was made 
necessary by w a r demands on the iron 
and steel industries. 
A shortage of 
steel in this country is threatened be- 
cause of the large amount that is be- 
ing diverted to munitions 
manufac- 
tiire and the construction of the gov- 
ernment's 
m e r c h a n t 
fleet. 
J a p a n ' s 
h ^ v y 
purchases 
of steel plates 
for 
rnerchant ship building made 
neces- 
r;ary that plates'be put under control. 
At the same time this action gives the 
,•government a weapon with which to 
force Japanese tonnage into the trans- 
atlantic trades. 


Regulations to B e Given. 


Specific regulations governing food 
exports and shipments of other com- 
modities named in today's list are ex- 
pected to be i.ssued by the president 
within a few days. 
Even if a complete 
embargo is not placed on food exports 
for a time it is known many restrictions 
will be made. 
The exports 
council, 
comprising three cabinet members and 
the food administrator, are 
drawing 
up a program to be submitted to the 
president immediately. 


One argument advanced 
by 
advo- 
cates of a complete embargo on food 
shipments is that the neutral countries 
Bnd the allies have presented entirely 
different 
statements 
regarding 
the 
a m o u n t of food.stuffs going from the 
neutral countrie.s into Germany. 
It is 
argued also that the neuti-als can not 
be treated all alike, as varying condi- 
Hons obtain in Holland and in the Scan- 
dinavian countries. 
The president de- 
clares in his .statement that this gov- 
e r n m e n t has no desire to do any in- 
justice to neutral 
countries and 
in- 
tends to co-operate with them in add- 
ing to their necessary supplies.

an outline of European war measures 
relating King Alcohol as can be had 
in America. 


England.—In February this year an 


order was Issued by the food controller 
practically preventing further use of 
food grains for malting purposes. Tho 
maltsters had quite a. large stock of 
malted barley on hand and the brewers 
were permitted to use this. It was es- 
timated that this would last until No 
vember this year. On or before tha 
date new regulations will have to 
put into effect else the brewers wil 
have to close down. The average peace 
time'barrelage of beer 'in Englan 
used to be 36,000,000. This was re 
duced early in the war to 26,000,00 
barrels and now has been cut,to 10, 
000,000 barrels. 
All barley, that 


unmalted, has been put under govern 
ment control. 
It is being used t 


"stretch" wheat flour; that is, all cerea 
flour must have at least 10 per cen 
and may have as much as 30 per cen 
barley flour added. 


France.—All plants that distill alc< 


hoi from grain have been comman- 
deered by the government and the al- 
cohol is 'used In manufacture of high 
explosives. 
Importation 
of alcohol 


and llquers into France is forbidden. 
This does not apply to rum made in 
the French West Indies. Wine and 
cognac are still made from grapes. The 
French soldiers are allowed wine in 
their daily rations and the war minls- 


•y requisitions millions of gallons to 
nsure this supply. 


Russia.—Under the cza,r manufao- 


ure of vodka, a highly alcoholic drink 
n which the government had a mon- 
poly, was absolutely discontinued

manufacture of high explosives. Kvas, 


beer with only 1H per cent alcohol, 


vas allowed. In the Caucasus, Trans- 
:aucasia and Russian Central Asia,

The 
result is the beer is now diluted to 
about 3 per cent of alcohol. The gov- 
ernment also prohibited use of sugars; 
saccharine had to be substituted. Beer 
is supplied the soldiers as part of their 
rations. Germany has abolished the

Innocent Flowers 


Often Poisonous 


Many people fall Into the habit of 


unconsciously biting off the petals of 
flowera. the stems and leaves of plants, 
etc.. and chewim: them. This is a dan- 
gerous practice, as analyses of the 
Juices of the different plants have 
shown many of them to contain dan- 
gerous poisonB. 


Red poppies, the source of opium, 


will produce drownainoss if chewed, 
und poisons in the leaves of the autumn 
crocus causo vomiting. Flowers of the 
Jonquil, white hyacinth and snowdrop 
are all poisonous; if a small leaf of the 
narcissus should be put into the mouth 
the result might be fatal, as it contains 
a dangerous poison. 


People have lost their lives as a re- 


sult of tasting the berries of the yew 
and it is a well-known fact that eating 
the kernels from peach or cherry pits 
is fraught with danger, as they contain 
prustilc acid. Every one knows of the 
painful, disagreeable results that fol 
low handling poison ivy, and lady' 
slipper sometimes poisons even a 
much as ivy does. Lobellfta are poison 
ous, and llllos of the valley, seeming! 
the most innocent of plants, should b 
handled with caution. The leaves and 
flowers of the oleander contain an ir- 
ritating substance and even the bark 
of the catalpa tree will often work 
harm when handled with sweaty hands. 
Some of tho commonest and supposedly 
least harmful trees, flowers, etc.. con- 
tain substances which are Injurious 
when taken into the body or when al- 
lowed to come In contact with the akin.

Bologna Magistrate Brings 


Kuth Cruger's Slayer 


Near Collapse. 


Bologna, July 9.—Having received 


first reports from New York describ- 
ing the discovery of Ruth Cruger'B 
body, Judge Zucconl lengthily interro- 
gated Alfredo CocchI, the slayer, in 
his cell yesterday. The cross exami- 
nation became 
dramatic 
when the 


judge confronted him with statements 
received describing how Cocchi had 
bound the Cruger girl's arms and legs, 
bringing back in all its gruesome de- 
tails what occurred, in the motorcycle 
shop in New York. 


Judge Zucconi, In golns over the de- 


tails of the murder, made Cocchi grad- 
ually remember how he struck her on 
the skull. He recalled that the mur- 
der occurred shortly after the girl en- 
tered the shop as her watch stopped 
at 2:10. Cocchi, overwhelmed 
by
